ON THE ROLL 
Reporting on his observations of 
conditions in Europe during a visit 
there last summer, Dr. John Nevin 
Sayre said in an address before a 
peace meeting in Christ Lutheran 
church Thursday evening that he 
found a more widespread and a deep­ 
er fear that very soon there will be 
another great war. Evidences of this , 
fear were greater this year than on 
any of his previous visits, he said. 
The speaker contended that such a 
war is not inevitable and listed as 
restraining forces the fear of the 
enormity of the conflict; the devas­ 
tation that must be wrought in a 
modem conflict that will start in the 
air; the lack of economic resources 
on the part of most European na­ 
tions at present; the fear of a com- | 
munistic uprising during or fo l-1 
lowing the war and last, and, not the 
least, the growth of pacifism. 
Doctor Sayre listed three lines of 
defense against war that the United 
States can build to keep us out of a 
world conflict. The first is the exer­ 
tion of our economic power now to 
prevent war in Europe; re-thinking 
our defense policies and adoption of 
economic and military neutrality 
laws, and. finally, the building of 
groups of men and women who ‘ see 
the processes of war as so evil and 
so against the will of God that they 
pledge themselves never to support 
or sanction another war.” 
Observe* Or mum Life 
Telling of his observations of con­ 
ditions in Germany, the speaker 
stated that Germany fears attacks 
from other nations and that the 
people of that nation look upon 
Adolf Hitler as a man of peace and 
upon his armament policies as meas­ 
ures of defense against impending 
invasions. The first reason for the 
magnitude of the European fear of 
the next war Is that it will start in 
the air and will rain destruction by 
gas and incendiary bombs on the 
very homes of the warring nations. 
Doctor Sayre made the prediction 
that in his opinion another great 
war will not come for several years 
and he asserted, "In the meantime

At the direction of the post of­ 
fice department invitations for bids 
en proposed changes and improve­ 
ments in window arrangement at 
the local post office were posted in 
the lobby of the federal building 
today by Postmaster C. A. Williams. 
The bids will be opened here at 3 
Tclock in the afternoon of Friday, 
November 27, when the two lowest 
bidders will be selected and their 
offers forwarded to Washington. 
The bids are being asked for 
‘labor, materials and equipment for 
alterations to present bay north of 
the stamp window (in the postoffice 
lobby) and the installation of a new 
sliding grille and a new counter.” It 
was stated at the post office today 
that in all probability the changes 
will not 
be made until after the 
holiday rush is over. 
Estimates on the cost of the 
changes are not available at pres­ 
ent, but information from the de­ 
partment indicates that the work 
will cost “less than $2,000.” The 
invitation stipulates that after the 
contract has been awarded work 
cannot begin until all materials 
have been assembled, so that the 
job may be completed as rapidly as 
possible and with as little incon­ 
venience to office employes and pa­ 
trons as possible. 
The first window to the north of 
the present stamp window—a hinged 
sash seldom 
used except 
during 
Christmas rushes—will be removed 
and a sliding grille enclosing a sec­ 
tion of opaque glass window' will be 
placed there. 
A new metal-sur­ 
faced counter will be placed and 
olher necessary structural changes 
w/ll accompany this alteration. 
It was 
explained today at 
the 
post office that the building was 
constructed before parcel post was 
bandied here. 
At present parcel 
post service Is handled at the gen­ 
eral stamp window, often resulting 
in delays and difficulties when un- 
v ieldly packages are presented for 
mailing. 
When the changes 
are 
completed parcel post will be han­ 
dled at the new window. 
Present arrangement of furniture 
w’ill have 
to be changed 
in tho 
stamp and general delivery window 
faction of the post office and some 
re-arrangement 
of clerk 
assign­ 
ments will probably be necessary, 
for it is expected that one clerk 
WHI not be able to serve both the 
stamp and parcel post windows at 
the same time.

Three months ago today Gettys­ 
burg firemen answered their most 
recent fire alarm in the borough 
when flames did considerable dam­ 
age at the borough garage and ware­ 
house, Race Horse alley. Local fire­ 
men say that the three-month lapse 
between local alarms sets a record. 
Since the last fire in the borough 
four calls have been answered by 
the local company—all of them in 
neighboring rural sections and all 
resulting in considerable damage. 
On August 7, the firemen saved other 
buildings when the Bushman barn 
on the Littlestown road was de­ 
stroyed while the wheat crop was 
being threshed: the night of August 
12 the Rothhaupt garage was de­ 
stroyed along the Taneytown road; 
August 24, flames destroyed Henry 
Gebhart’s straw stack and firemen 
saved his building near Bonneau­ 
ville, and the most recent call was 
answered last Friday when flames 
damaged St. Joseph’s church in 
Bonneauville. 
No alarms were received in the 
month of September. 
Only three 
calls were received in June and all 
were minor. 
The blaze at the borough property 
was the only one reported in the 
month of July.
